C A RUTHE RSVILLE — Circuit 
Judge William Billings ordered a 
c hange of venue for Howard T eet­

Judge Billings said that the a r­ 
ticle was brought to his attention 
prior to Friday and that immedi­ 
ately upon hearing of it he had 
contacted the Daily Dunklin Dem­ 
ocrat in Kennett to ask the Ken­ 
nett 
newspaper not to use some 
of the statem ents contained in the 
C aruthersville Journal article. 
However, he said, the article had 
already been printed the same as 
it had appeared in the C aruthers­ 
ville newspaper. 
This, he said, 
also made it possible in his judg­ 
ment for Teeter to obtain an un­ 
prejudiced trial in Dunklin coun­ 
ty. 
He therefore ordered a 
change of venue to New Madrid 
county and asked that the trial 
date be set for Jan. 6. 
The attorney for Teeter asked 
that the date be reset for March 
1, due to a conflict with prior 
commitments.

motion was granted by-

then asked that bond be set for 
the defendant, but this motion was 
denied by the judge, and the de­ 
fendant was remanded to the cus­ 
tody of the New Madrid county 
sheriff until his trial date of 
March 1. 
Prior to the issuance of the 
change of venue by Judge Bill­ 
ings witnesses were placed on 
the stand by T eeter's attorney 
and Prosecuting Attorney Joe 
Taylor. 
Three jurors who were 
to hear the murder case were 
asked if they felt they could give 
the defendant an unprejudiced 
trial after reading the article 
which appeared in the Caruth­ 
ersville Journal. 
All testified 
that they could not. 
Prosecuting Attorney Joe Tay­ 
lor testified that in July of this 
year, he and county law enforce­ 
ment officers had discussed a 
policy of news disseminations 
which they felt would eliminate 
such prejudicial information be­ 
ing released. A meeting was la t­ 
e r held with representatives of all

Those who are not present were 
notified of the policy, Taylor said.

The defendants are the Com­ 
mission and the Turnpike Au­ 
thority, which is made up of the 
six highway commissioners plus 
Gov.

can't determine what our taxable 
evaluation is 
to be, in feet 
even though buildings to the value 
of several million dollars were 
constructed last year in just a 
part of the school district, Sikes­ 
ton, our increase in income went 
up only $6,000. Another factor 
over which we certainly have no 
control, is the inflationary trend 
in which everything we buy costs 
more this year than it did last 
year 
and 
we 
can reasonably 
assume the same thing will be 
true next year. So we 
make a 
conservative estimate as to what 
our 
Income 
will be and then 
distribute It as well as we can 
in order 
to get 
the 
most In 
educational value 
for 
every 
dollar we spend. 
We know that salaries of all 
employees should be increased 
bait 
in order 
to do so, in the 
face of no increase in revenue, 
means that we have got to cut 
back in some other area, for 


example: in the care and main­ 
tenance of buildings, fewer edu­ 
cational supplies and materials, 
postponing an improvement in 
the 
program which should be 
made, etc. 
Certainly improvements are 
difficult to make in such a sit­ 
uation although we still try to do 
so by 
better 
planning 
and 
through a 
more thorough pro­ 
gram of inservice training for 
teachers. 
Nonetheless, we will come up 
with a budget which, in our po­ 
tio n , will best utilize the funds 
which we have and which we be­ 
lieve 
will offer a reasonable 
program for our students.lt will 
be presented to the 
Board of 
Education for 
examination and 
approval 
sometime in January 
or February. 
The 
only change which the 
Board plans 
will be to ask the 
voters to 
vote on a proposal 
to provide 
kindergarten 
edu­ 
cation for the community's chil­ 
dren next 
fall. This will take 
only a 15 cent levy on the $100 
of assessed valuation.So if your 
house is valued at $5,000, your 
taxes would be an additional 
$7.50 
next 
year, if $3,000, 
$4.50 and so on. We are of the 
opinion that 
such a program 
will be worth much more than 
It costs the community in the way 
of better educational opportun­ 
ities. 
The budget which we will pre­ 
sent for next school year will 
also be explained to the Citi­ 
zens 
Advisory 
Council, th* 


P .T .A .S and other interested 
community groups and indivi­ 
duals. It will be developed in 
view 
of the educational goals 
which the 
Beard of Education 
and community desires for the 
next school year. 


While we v/ere not aware of 
the growth in popularity of the 
Middle School organizational pat­ 
tern, which we hope to have next 
year, when we started to plan 
it, it 
is a feet that more and 
more of the nation's school sys- 
terns are adopting this 6-7-8 
organization. In 
feet, a number 
of schools are placing the fifth 
grade in this organization which 
changes the basic system of 
education to four years in ele­ 
mentary school, four years in 
the 
middle 
school and four 
years in the high school. Either 
the 
5-8 or the 6-8, which we 
propose 
here, seems to have 
an advantage of providing some­ 
what more 
continuity between 
elementary and secondary edu­ 
cation. It allows a more stim­ 
ulating 
environment 
for the 
student as children are matur­ 
ing 
a 
bit 
earlier, mentally, 
physically and emotionally. The 
sixth grade child is more like 
the seventh and eighth grade! 
than he is like the lower ele­ 
mentary child. Also, the ninth 
graders have more in common 
with the upper grades than they 
do with children in the previous 
junior high organization. 
Here in our schools there will 
also be advantages with all of 
the sixth graders in one school 
where 
they can be scheduled 
for 
band, orchestra, physical 
education and other activities of 
this type 
as 
a unit rather 
than removing them from their 
class for instruction as was 


heretofore 
necessary. Another 
gain will be earlier access of 
ninth graders to some of the 
vocational 
and other courses 
which are 
a part of the Sailor 
High program. 


As the community continues to 
show a sound and steady growth, 
as we hope it will, there will 
always be a need for additional 
school facilities. However, the 
current 
building program, in­ 
cluding additions to the Senior 
High campus, both academic and 
vocational facilities, the new ele­ 
mentary 
school 
and the field 
house should place us in a fair­ 
ly good 
position for several 
years. We will, however, need a 
-wilding for 
kindergarten, as­ 
suming that the voters approve 
this 
program, within 
a few 
years although Airport build­ 
ings should 
serve quite well 
for this purpose for the next 
two or three years. The build­ 
ing 
which we plan to use at 
Airport have large and well- 
lighted classrooms and there is 
adequate 
playground facilities. 
We 
do need 
an auditorium- 
theatre 
type 
building when­ 
ever this can be provided and 
this may be possible in the near 
future. 
Although no detailed study has 
been made, and this is certainly 
not official, it would appear that 
our next need, sometime in the 
next five or 
six year period, 
Middle 
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would be 
additional 
School facilities. 
It would probably be both im­ 
practical and unwise to add to 
the 
present 
Middle 
School 
buildings, because ofthelimited 
campus there. Consequently, it 
might 
be 
possible 
to begin 
campus type building facilities 
on the site which the Board of 
Education owns just south of the 
Senior 
High campus. Possibly 
the first 
unit would be large 
enough for 
only one grade, say 
either the 
sixth or the eighth. 
This would releave the present 
Middle School campus, and as 
other units could be added, even­ 
tually a second complete Middle 
School could 
be 
developed. 
However, these are only con­ 
jectures and 
a change in the 
population patterns or the direc­ 
tion in which the city grows might 
make other building needs more 
critical. 
Reorganization 
may 
also enter 
into the picture, if 
the 
Reorganization 
Commis­ 
sion, which was recently 
ap­ 
pointed by the Governor, brings 
about a plan that can be affected 
for better schools. Anyway, con­ 
tinuous 
thought 
and planning 
should be made in order to be 
ready to care for the educational 
needs of the community.

The assembly fell silent. 
Its attention fixed on Jam es 
the Just, an 
hairy-visaged 
man in tight-fitting cap and 
a linen robe w orn thin at 
the knees from much praying. He 
was Jesus' brother. 
He clamped his banded left arm 
to his heart, the sacredly inscribed 
leather phylacteries pressing into 
his flesh. “ You shall love the Lord 
your God .. .’* 
It was up to James, the nearest 
male relative of Jesus and the here­ 
ditary first bishop of the mother 
church in Jerusalem, as chairman 
of Christianity's first ecumenical 
council, to announce its decision. 
“ My judgment.'* he said firmly, 
"is that we should not trouble those 
of the Gentiles who turn to G o d " 
Yet. in excusing them from de­ 
tailed regulations, he went on. 
some basic standards must be de­ 
m anded- besides 
mere 
profes­ 
sion of belief. 
On either side of him sat the apos­ 
tles Before him stood the impas­ 
sioned Paul of Tarsus, the roving 
outlander who dared affirm unity 
with foreign converts who disre­ 
garded Jewish disciplines. 
“We hold that a man is justified 
by faith apart from works of the 
law," Paul contended. “The law 
is good.” but all men sin. and are 
redeemed only by trust in God s 
forgiving grace “ as a gift. There 
is no distinction between Jew and 
Greek.’* 
It was a radical theory. It had 
aroused controversy and confu­ 
sion. even among the apostles. 
Such liberalizing tolerance could 
compromise 
morals. 
It 
meant 
opening the faith to all sorts of 
customs, cultures and 
practices 
outside Judaism. 
It would be a big risk—for a big 
world. W hether-or not to take it 
depended on that council over 
which James presided 
Although Scripture refers to him 
as Jesus' “ adelphos". his brother, 
the term can mean cousin or near 
kinsman, as some interpreters con­ 
sider James, but in any case, a 
closely related member of the same 
family. 
He had “ succeeded to the charge 
of the church, with the apostles." 
says the early 
church historian 
Hcgcsippus This was in line with 
the Jewish tradition of essentially 
hereditary religious offices, passed 
on to the nearest male heir 
He was eloquent, fervent, pro­ 
phetic. as evidenced by his New 
Testament epistle Like the teach* 
mgvofhisbrother. Jesus, it abounds 
with practical wisdom and meta­ 
phors drawn from the rural coun­ 


tryside. He minimized 
theology 
and enjoined working fraternity, 
compassion, justice. 
He cherished his belonging to 
God's chosen people, with the 
blood of David in his veins Known 
as "James the Just." he command­ 
ed esteem of all the population, 
both orthodox Jews 
and 
Jews 
forming Christ's church in its be­ 
ginnings. 
That church already had izider- 
gone dire assaults, including the 
martyrdom of Stephen and one 
apostle, also called James, behead­ 
ed by Rome's satrap. Herod An­ 
imas. Others had been jailed. The 
chief apostle. Peter, when he es­ 
caped. as told in Acts 12. first sent 
word to James, the church's Je­ 
rusalem administrator. 
Now James faced a critical is­ 
sue for the church's future 
wheth­ 
er it should allow any loosening of 
ties to its national ongins. any 
breach in the ram parts that cra­ 
dled it. any departure from its 
nourishing Jewish rudiments. 
For centuries. Israel's codes of 
ethics and devotions had stood like 
a lone, lofty citadel, upholding 
consecration to one G od in a 
world of pagan license The Torah 
- the laws given Moses 
fortified 
the divine ideal, preserved it. even 
when the people failed it. 
Even Paul warned his Gentile 
converts: “ Remember it is not you 
that support the root, but the root 
that supports you." Yet he main­ 
tained that without adopting the 
guarding Jewish structure of de­ 
votion. 
Gentiles 
were 
equally 
God’s people by faith. 
They are no longer “ alienated 
from the commonwealth of Israel, 
and strangers to the covenants." 
he claimed. For Christ Jesus “ is 
our peace, who has made us both 
one. and has broken down the 
dis (ding wall of hostility .*’ 
The crucial 
question, 
cry stal­ 


ked over whether foreigners could 
be fully joined to Christ's church 
without 
Biblically-ordered 
cir­ 
cumcision 
and 
whether 
Jewish 
members should break bread with 
them, had troubled the faith ever 
since Jesus left 19 y ears before 
To James, religion was empty 
without definite deeds attesting to 
it. "Faith apart from works is 
dead." he wrote. He was a social 
activist, in the stamp of the Proph­ 
et Amos. Believing to him meant 
enacting justice 
Yet he could err 
he had mis­ 
judged even Jesus, doubting his 
divine 
annointmcnt 
throughout 
his earthly work, trying to divert 
it. Only after Jesus’ crucifixion and 
resurrection was James recorded 
among the believers 
Confronting him was a revolu­ 
tionary proposition "Christ has set 
us free." Paul insisted "For the 
whole law is fulfilled in one word. 
'you shall love your neighbor as 
yourself.’*.* 
James knew Paul as a radical, 
headstrong Jew. who once had tried 
as vehemently to crush Christianity 
as he now sought to open the flood­ 
gates to it. Tradition says that once. 
when Paul was persecuting the in­ 
fant church, he stormed a meeting 
led bv James, shouting. "Pull all 
these fellows to pieces'” 
After his conversion to Christ en­ 
route to Damascus. Paul later had 
come to Jerusalem Although first 
shunned bv the apostles, a mutual 
friend. Barnabas, vouched for him. 
He met Jam es and Peter, spending 
15 days in consultation. 
Then he look to the road, and 
rumors of his open-door enlistment 
of all sorts of people upset con­ 
servative Jewish Christians Slime 
wanted him stopped 
Peter, who 
himself had baptized a Gentile. 
Cornelius, alter a dream revealing 
non-kosher finn! as gm»d in Clod's 
sight, went to Antioch to check 


Paul's work. 


He initially was impressed, Paul 
relates. “ Before certain men came 
from James, he ate with the Gen­ 
tiles.” But arrival of the fundamen­ 
talists dampened the impulsive Pe­ 
ter’s enthusiasm. “When they came 
he drew back and separated him­ 
self. fearing the circumcision party.” 
The emissaries of James appar­ 
ently had pointed out that Jesus 
himself was circumcised, keeping 
the Old Testament covenant, ob­ 
serving Temple feasts, and that he 
promised to fulfill the law, not de­ 
stroy it. by making it part of the 
inner life as well as outward rite. 
This obviously shamed the Jew­ 
ish Christians of Antioch, who with 
Peter withdrew to a ritually clean 
table. This, in turn, distressed the 
Gentile Christians, cut off from so­ 
cial fellowship. 


It was a crisis for the new church, 
and no easy one. As the council 
proceedings unfolded in 49 A. D.. 
as described in Acts 15. the conser­ 
vative Pharisees accused Paul of 
heresy, insisting “ it is necessary to 
circumcise’’ Gentile converts, "and 
to charge them to keep the laws of 
Moses." 
Paul, himself "a Pharisee and son 
of a Pharisee." repeatedly agreed in 
his epistles that Judaism is the an­ 
chorage of G od's truth, but that 
Jews as well as Gentiles chronically 
defy it. and so can be saved only by 
faith in Christ's atonement for ail 
men. 


Peter, recovering his bearings, 
defended the radical, saying God 
makes "no distinction between us 
(Jews) and them (Gentiles) . . . 
We believe that we shall be saved 
through the grace of the Lord Jesus. 
just as they will " 
\*hilc the council listened intent­ 
ly, Paul and Barnabas described the 
amazing changes wrought in Gen­ 
tiles solely through Christ's message 
of love, without controlled, uni­ 
form codes of devotion 


It was a profound, elusive prob­ 
lem. and while James preferred tan­ 
gible. specified m arks of faith. Jesus 
showed there was room for varied 
ways in his church 
"Brethren, listen to me." James 
began, and he rendered his judg­ 
ment. It was a middlc-road solu­ 
tion, setting a pattern for church 
councils It lagged behind the more 
daring positions, but moved ahead, 
even if cautiously 
Contrary to the conservatives. 
James ruled that the Gentiles "who 
turn to G od" should be exempt 
from such Metalled prescriptions as 
circumcision, but he also asked 
concessions by the progressives. 
saying Gentiles must keep basic 
moral standards and observe cer­ 
tain food regulations out of respect 
for Judaism 
A letter, the church's first encyc­ 
lical.* rievimwfr ih c derision pro­ 
nounced by James, was dispatched 
by Paul and Barnabas to Antioch. 
Bv it. Christ's brother had taken the 
first parliamentary step toward ex­ 
tending Christ's call bcvond the 
closed pale of Judaism to the wide 
reaches of a mixed world

CHAFFEE -- More than $1,- 
140,000 is slated to be spent in 
the Chaffee area on roads that 
will serve as connectors to In­ 
terstate 55 at Scott City.
